PLAN TO HAVE A BUILDING 
THAT WILL DO TOWN CREDIT 

Contracts to be Let for Three 
New Buildings and Swell 
Painting Job 

Including the proposed new 

school building at Mortoni <; ip, 

for which the plans have not yet 
been definitely drawn, ami the 
new buildings for White Plains, 
Silent Ron and Ferguson sob 
districts, authorized to he con- 
tracted for a( the meeting of the 
County Boar ! of Education held 
on Monday, the County Board 
ban this year authorized the 
building of ten new school- 
bouse. Contracts have been let 
for all but the four building! 
ju«t mentioned and the work of 
construction has been under way 
aow for several week* past. The 
buildings now in work will be 
inished, with exception of per 
haps one, by July 1, to the coun 
try schools may begin at that 
time as usual. 

One of the most important 
things the County Board ha* 
done in the matter of providing 
school houses for the children of 
the county, is the appropriation 
on Monday of #2,000 towards the 
erection of a suitable school 
building in the busy town of 
Mortons (Jap. The people of 
Mortons Gap have shown a live- 
ly iuterest in the future of their 
school and the proper education 
of their children, and propose to 
supplement substantially by 
private subscription the appro- 
priation made by the County 
Board, so that they may be able 
to build a house somewhat in 
keeping with the importance of 
their town and the needs of a 
growing community. There are 
now about two humlred children 
of school uge in the district and 
the town is growing. That com- 
munity, too, is one of the most 
important tax paying commun- 
ities in the •ouuty, having much 
valuable mining and railroad 
property withiu its bounds. 
Tbe purpose is to build a two 
story house with the upper story 
unfinished perhaps, except for 
the floor; three rooms with 
the cloak rooms and hall on the 
first floor, after the plan of the 
Earli»gton Graded School build- 
ing. The committee which pre- 
sented the matter to the Couuty 
Board was composed of F. B. 
Harris, Dr. £. T. Allmou and 
J. H. Jones, trustee. Dr. All- 
mon and Mr. Joues were heard 
by the board a month ago. On 
Monday Mr. Jones and Mr. Har- 
ris presented the matter for 
final consideration. 

The question of site for new 
schoolhouse at White i'laius was 
settled by accepting the acre of 
ground offered by Dr. Bailey, 
which he agreed to sell for $100 
cash. Trustee Harrison was 
made happy by the settlement 
of this question aud the order to 

New desks were ordered furn- 
ished Oglesby school. 

A new site was bargained for 
in the ' Ferguson district, by 
trade with Dick Ferguson of the 
old site, acre for a^re. Mr.Fergu- 
son is alss to get the old school 
building, located near his home, 
and in exchange for this will 
famish the rough lumber needed 
to build a new house on the 
new site, about one-half mile 
distant, which was approved as a

New York, .lune 15— The United 
fltaten circuit conn of appeals vacated 
the temporary Injunction secured by 
the Wright compain restraining Glenn 
H. Curtiss from making exhibition 
Sights until he hi;d lied a bond for 
910,000. The bond was to recompense 
lbs Wrights for any* violation of their 
flying machine patents in case the 
federal suit for infringement should 
eventually be decided In their favor. 
Curtis* lied the $10,000 bond, and has. 
therefore, been enabled to make sev- 
eral exhibitions. 

The Wright company sued the Her- 
Ting-Curtlss company of Ilasniuonds- 
jsort N. Y.. In the United States circuit 
court in Buffalo, N. Y., for infringe- 
ment of their patent for combination 
steering and balancing apparatus. 
Some weeks later the Wright com- 
pany brought a similar suit in the cir- 
cuit court here against Louis Paulhan, 
the French aviator. Both cases were 
• taken on appeal to the c ircuit court of 

The ruling by the court of appeals 
means thai Curtiss and others, may 
use their machines pending trial and 
• final decision on the patents. 

Air Bar Is Removed. 

What is regarded as the most Im- 
portant feature of the vacation of the 
injunctions is the effect upon the 
agreement between the Wrights and 
the Aero club of America, regulating 
aviation contests in this country. It 
Is Believed that agreement is abrogat- 
ed by the court action and this wjll 
open lb* doors of America to all avi- 
ators regardless of conditions imposed 
*T the Wright company. 

What action the Aero club will taks 
can not be foretold now. Courtland 
field Bishop, president of the club, is 
In Europe, and it Is not expected any 
decision will be reached until his re- 
tarn. The agreement specified, how- 
ever, that the i Int. should refuse to 
recognize Infringement or the Wvight 
patents, only while the injunction* 
were In effect. 

Aero Club Relieved. 

By the agreement the Aero club had 
sound itself to give approval only to 
promoters who made sufficient fi- 
nancial arrangements with the 
"Wrights, who, in turn, would Issue li- 
censes. 

Glenn H. Curtiss expressed great 
satisfaction with the vacation of the 
i order against him, and 1s- 
1 a formal statement, in which he 
explained in detail how the workings 
of his machine differed from the 
Wrights. He also denied that he had 
taken any suggestions from the rivsl 
•viators, citing that he had made 
flights in four biplane* at Hamraonds- 
B>ort, tf. V , before any public Might* 
had been made by the Wrights.
